We cannot help foreboding that, unless great care is taken, the 
“department” may turn out a failure, No present department— 
not the H me Office nor the Admiralty—is a very great hit; and 
surely India presents a much more d ficult and p:culiar field of action 
than either. 
way—the way which has just given us Clanricarde for Privy Seal, 
and has Jovg adorned the Board of Control with Vernon Smith ? 
What in snch case will the country have gained? It is not that 
considerations of this sort avail to make us content with the existirg 
system—for the clumsinees of the joint or double action of Company 
and Bard of Control waa shown by many writers before the mutiny, 
and must clearly have had something to do with the mutiny itself— 
but it is ceriainly an alarming thought that we may have nothing 
more as the result of reform than another wing added to Downing 
Street and a few thousand yards more of red tape, If we do not in 
the way of improvemeut get more than an addition to a system which 
everybody prononuces to want reform itself, we shall scarcely have 
profited by 1857. The Company may argue that at least it was their 
direct personal interest to do their best, and that a Goverument Board 
of Directors (called Council of India) will be as irresponsible as those 


What if the anpointments re made in the regalar old 


offices which broke down in supplying the Crimean army. Fancy 
India being given over to the second-ratv oligarche—not to the sous 
of the Russells but to their consins—not to the cleverish heirs of the 
Cavendishes but to their mild cadets! This will be most assnredly the 
result if public opinion does not take care that the Indian Downing 
Street is a reformed one—free as can be froin a'l the faults which die- 


figure the existing system. =

Already, we fancy, the “places” are 
being sviffed after by all who have failed in getting the already exiet- 
ing ones, ‘I'here is even a rumour that “ Lord John” is to have the 
first cut—though nobody suppoees that he has any special knowledge 
of India—thongh he must have less book-kuowledze than Mr. Bright 
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of it,’ and less practical knowledge than Lord Ellenborough, who 
has raled, or Lord Stanley, who has travelled in, that mysterious 
| country. Probably the report in question is false—but that it shonlid 
have got about is a sign of what the political world expects, The 
will-o’-the-wisp is the creation of the state of the swamp. 

It is a pity that Indian reform should have made itself ridienlous 
by an involuntary alliance with Chartism—for assuredly there is much 
need of an able body of Indian reformers to watch the coming Indian 


measures. We have indicated the danger; and we may go on to say 


that the present is an excellent opportunity for engagivg the talent of 
the country in its service, without exciting the terror of those who 
Oppose such propositions at ordioary times. India should be made 
the carriére ouverte, which at home is only talked about. It must 
always be a distinct and peculiar branch of the country’s service; aud, 
what is more, it is just the field for those active (as distinct from 
merely intellectual) natures, for which just now there is little enough 
todo. The Civil Service at home is desk-work ; the army is a bar- 
| rack routine; and the navy a harbour one. Parliament is shut to 
| everything but land and money. But what a field will India be 
henceforth for courage, enterprise, and skill, now that the old slow 
life of the stations has been so terribly broken in upon! In the first 
place, it gives that ecope for the governing faculty which our Yankee 
| friends have to seek in filibustering, If is full at once of intellcc‘ual 
and of animal excitement; and asa scene of /ife alone, is various, ani- 
mated, and picturesque. Ii our statesmen are worth their salt, surely 
they can devise a scheme for opening this great arena to the brains of 
the kingdom. More officials will be wanted than have hitherto been 
thought necessary ; and the way in which so many of the upper classes 


have stuck to us during the revolt shows that the natives can be made | 


quite cognisant of our qualities if properly communicated with. We 


must bring English personal influence to bear on them more widely | 


than has been done yet; for, with all the merits of the Indian service, 
it has been cliquish, narrow—given to suubbing British interests and 
native aspirations both. India has not been governed by England, 
but by a corporation ; and the very fact has given a tone to the whole 
affair—something like the exc usiveness of a country town has atuck 
to it. ‘The literature which describes Indian society, for instance, 
exhibits inore pictures of that ludicrous kind of thing called here 


| snobbishness, than even our home satire exhibits. We waut a freer, 
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| grander kind of life in India; and if the Crown seeks its men out of 
| the nation, it can snrely produce something better than the patronage 
of holders of India Siock, or at best their late conversion to the 
examination system, 

The transi‘ion from Iudia to China is not a very abrupt one. We 
believe that the quarrel picked with Yeh in Oe:ober, 1856, was an 
undignified affair.

When all is eaid avd done, however, we 
can get Up no enthusiasm for a “ Chinese War.” We trust that one 
vigorous measure will prove sufficient; and, politica'ly speaking, it 
would have been wrong to let ihe Kast think that the Indian 
mutiny had totally disabled our arms everywhere else.

FRANCE, 

Tae Emperor of the French, who has been suffering from influenza, was 
sufficiently recovered to attend Divine service and receive the communion in 
the chapel of the Tuileries on Thursday week, and afterwards to show 
himself on the grand balcony while the bands o! the army of Paris played 
the serenade usual on the last day of the year. The Empress was with 
him on both occasions. On the same day, the Plenipotentiaries of the 
second Congress of Paris exchanged the ratifications of the treaty relative 
to chaleamadatien of the Bessarabian frootier, 

The Emperor and the Empress held a reception on New Year’s-day xt 
the Palace of the Tuileries. At twelve o'clock their Majesties proceeded in 
grand state to the chapel of the Palace, aud heard mays. 

It is asserted that permission has been given to all the exiled generals to | 
return to France, without condition ot any kind. This is attributed to the | 
intercession of Marshal Pelissier. | 

According to a letter in the “ Daily News,” the Emperor has personally 
congratulated the Sardinian Ambassador, M. Villa Marina, on the result of 
the vote on Count Cavour’s motion for an inguiry into the alleged illegal | 
maneeuvres of the clergy at the late elections in Piedmont. This is avery | 
unportant fact, because Count Cavour grounded his motion in part upon | 
the generally encroaching policy of the Catholic priesthood, as evidenced by | 
their recent conduct in France as well as other countries. (‘The news of 
Count Cavour’s motion will be found under the head “ Italy.”) 

The “ Independance Belge” makes the doubtful assertion that “ France 
has resolved not to participate in the operations which England is prepare | 
ing sgsinst Canton,” and that the forces of Rear-Admiral Rigault de 
Genouilly are to make a demonstration against Coehin China, where a cruel 
persecuiiou 18 at this moment being carried on against the Christians, and | 
where the authorities recently insulted a vessel of the Frencti Im, erial uavy.

PRUSSIA. 

THERE seems to be no donbt that tie office of the Prince of Prussia, as 
representative of the King, will be prolonged; but even should he not be 
released trom his duties at the head of the Goverument, he will be present 
at the marriage of Prince Frederick-William to the Princess Royal. 

The Government intends to propose to the Chambers that a sum equal

ITALY. 

In the Piedmontese Chambers, a discussion recently arose as to the 
the clergy had takeu in the late elections. At iength Count Cavour 
and suid :—“ This question has taken such a serious turn, 
sary for me, as the organ of the Ministry, to state onc Opinions upon it, 
It is a fact beyond all dispute, that the clergy took a most active part in 
the late elections. I will not, before inquiry, go into the question ot the 
means they employed. Tt was not an isulated, individual interference bat 
it was one hierarchically organised, perfectly disciplined, and one "that 
demonstrated a thorouzh knowledge of electioueering tactics. This fact 
is doubly important when we consider what is now Zoing On in other states 
of Europe, where also the clergy is making great efforts to obtain political 
influence, Tn Switzerland an attempt is making to raise the ghost of the 
Sonderbund. In France the clergy is trying to abridge Gallican liberties, 
and to bring that country back to the sixteenth cevtury. In Belgium the 
clergy is working to re-establish mortmain tenures for the benefit. of the 
church, and does its utmost iu the electoral committees to impede the regu- 
Jardevelopment of civilisation.” After some further remarks, Count Cayour 
moved for an inquiry into the facts of the case. The motion was carried 
by a large majority. : 

Receut accounts of the earthquake at Naples go to show that the loss 
of life and property has even been greater than was at first estimated.

TURKEY AND THE EAST. | 

Tue reconciliation between M. Thouvenel and the Grand Vizier appears 
to be complete. On the 25th of December the latter returned the visit 
which was paid by the former on the 23rd. 

A commission on financial reform, and the consolidation of the Turkish 
debt, has been appointed, 

In the province of Herzegovina, the Christians, a large number of whom 
are Greeks, appear to have risen against the Lurks. They are reported 
to have mustered 4,000 men, and to have made a regniar atiack on the 
Turkish troops hastily assembled to put down the revolt. ‘The troops were 
beaten, with some loss. Later inteliigence informs us that the Mootene- 

Tins had communicated to the Christians that they were about to re- 
inforce them with 1,200 men. 

A telegram from Jassy says that the Divan of Moldavia closed its : ittings 
on the 2nd inst., having first agreed to a vote of thanks to the guarautee- 
ing Powers. 


AMERICA. 

TREASURY notes to the amount of twenty millions of dollars, bearing an 
interest of not more than six per cent., and redeemable in one year, are to 
be issued at the discretion of the Secretary. 

The Kansas question continues to excite discussion in Congress, without 
any definite result. 

The Government has issued orders to stop all vessels going to the relief 
of Filibuster Walker. The trigate Jamestown has been ordered to pro- 
ceed to Grevtown, to reinforce the squadron there; and Captain Chatard, 
the commander of the Sirafoga, who permiited the Fusion to slip by him, | 
and land the Filibusters at Punta Arenas, is to be superseded by a iuore 
watchful officer. 

Filteen persons were killed by the burniag of the steamship Colonel 
Edwares, ov the Red River, ow the Oth ult. 

There was a runonr that adepét at Kort Elavamire had been threatened 
by the Mormoos, and juai two companies of the United States’ expedition 
had met with a reverse. ‘The American papers contain several harangues, 
addressed by Brigham Youny to his disciples, declaring his determiuvation 
not to be «riven from his position by “those scoundrels,” that “ hellish 
rabble,” the United States’ soldiery. 

Barnuw’s house at Bridgeport was totally destroyed by fire on the 
17th ult.; the loss was one jiundred thousand dollars. It was here the 
showman cultivated his fancies, not the least remarkable of which was the 
domestication of a herd of elephants.

CHINA 

Tue special correspondent of the “Times,” writing from Hong-kong, on 
the llth of November, gives some interesting particulars respecting the ap- 
proaching assault on Canton. Mr. Reade, the American Envoy, had ar- 
rived in his gigantic ship, the Minnesofa, and although the monster made | 
un involuntary breach of etiquette inthe number of guns fired, the Pleni- 
pos had fraternised in cordial fashion. [t was understood that on the 16th 
the flagship Caleufta would ciange her anchorage tor Tiger Island. The 
rest of the British fleet would gradually gather about her up the river. 
Then, in deliberate strength, our heavily-armed vessels would move right 
up and occupy the river under the walls of Canton. “ They will elear the 
water, remove all sunken obstacles, protect the necessary reconnaissances 
of the land approaches to the city, and make matiers coifortable for the 
final assault. Then the great Yeh will be satmonrd, not to treat, out to 
surrender the city. Should he neglect or refuse, proclamations will be is- 
sued directing the unarmed people to depar! the city ducing the impending 
operations. Then will come the final seeae—the landing of the Marines 
and land forces, the shelling the forts, the breaciing the walls, and the storin.” 

Hong-koug was full of rumours: —“* Yeh has been degraded.’ 
“Yeh has abandoned the city. * Yeh has asked to open negociations, 
“Yeh will give up the city without a fight.” * Yeh will die at his post. 
© Yeh has mived all the gates, excavated all the streets, turned every high-

The battle itself is then described in another despatch, also from Capta n 
Peel. He says— 

“Detachments amounting to 700 men under the command of Lieut.-C:!, 
Powell ot her Majesty's 53rd Regiment, im charge of siege-train guns, jd 
a large convoy, Were proceeding from Allahabad to Cawnpore, and had ar- 
rived on the 3lst of November, alter a march of twelve miles, at the eamp- 
ing ground of Thurrea, The same afternoon intelligence was received 
trom buttebpore that the sepoy mutineers of the Dinapore regiments, 
with three guas, hud passed the Jumna with the intention of either attack. 
ing Futtelipore, or crossing over into Oude. The camp was immediately 
struck, and we arrived at the camping ground of Futtehpore at midnight. 

“Colonel Powell then made arrangemeats lor marching at daylight upon 
the enemy, who were reported to be about twenty-four miles distant at 
Kudjwa, beyond the village of Binkee. The column of attuck consisted of 
162 men of her Majesty’s 53rd Regiment, under Major Clark, 68 of Royal 
Engineers under Captain Clarke, 70 of a depdt Jetachment under Lieu’, 
Panning of her Majesty's G4ih Regiment, and 103 of the Naval Brigads 
under Captain Peel. Lt marched at daylight, and was joined trem the gar- 
rison at Futtehyore by a company of 93rd Highlanders, 100 in number, 
under Captain Corawall, aud two 9-pounder gans, under Lieut. Anderson, 
Bengal Artillery. 

“After marening for sixteen miles, the column halted for refreshmen', 
and then resumed the march at a rapid pace, passing through the villaye 
of Binkee at about 1.30 p.m., where the intelligence was confirmed that the 
enemy was at hand. 

“the troops pressed on without any interruption; the Highlanders 
advancing in skirmishing order, supported by the Royal Engineers, aud 
followed ty the 53rd Regiwent in column, and tees by the Naval Brigade ; 
the depdt detaciuneut was with the baggage. We advanced Along the 
road w ich led straight for the village of Kudjwa, aud saw that the 
enemy's right occupied a tong line of high embankment on our left of 
the road, which embankment, screened by a grove, continued towards the 
village, acd that their lett was higher up on the other side, with their 
guns posted in the ceutre on the road, two of them in advance, and one on 
a bridge near the village. 

“A round shot, con ing down the road, opened the battle at about 2.20 
p-m., and the columa was ordered to edge to the right, and advance on 
the guos through the corn-fields—the skirmishers of the 93rd and the 
Royal Engineers pushing up on both sides of the road. The enemy's 
artillery was well served, and did great execution, and the flank fire of 
wusketry was very severe. ‘The gallant Colonel Powell hiniself, on the 
left of the road, pressed on the attack, and had just sceured two guns of 
the enemy, when he fell dead with a bullet through his forehead, 

“Tu the meantime the Naval Brigade had advanced on the right of the 
53rd, aud carried the evemy’s position in their tront. It waa then that 
the death of Colonel Powell was reported to me, and L was requested to 
assume the command. The great force of the enemy, the long live of thei- 
defeoces, and the exhaustion of botn officers and men alter such long 
marehes, rendered our position truly critical, The front of the battle find 
become changed to the line of the road, and the enemy, with all their fore 
behind their embankments, threatened to intercept our rear, [ [vit 
Lieutenant Hay, K.N., supported by the two nine-pounder guns, to hold 
the position whicli his party bad gallantly carried, and which secured our 
liv; aud collecting 43 many tresh troops as were available, assisted 
principally by Lieutenant Leunox, R.E. (Captain Clarke being unfortu- 
nate'y severely wounded), and by Ensign Truell of the 53rd, we rushed 
across the road, and passing rouad the upper end of the ewbhankments, 
divided the enemy’s ‘orce, and drove them successively from all their posi- 
tions. The enemy then retired in confusion, leaviag us masters of their 
camp, and with two of their guns and a tumbril in our possession. 

“The late hour of the evening (it was half-past tour when the evemy 
fired their last shot), and the excessive fatigue of the Loops, prevented an) 
pursuit, We therefore spoiled their camp, aud leaving it with cheers, 
formed on the road by the biidge near the Village, and sent out parties to 
collect our dead and wounded. : 

“ With the body of the Colonel on the limber of the guu he had so gal- 
uals captured, we then returned, and encamped near the village of

THE FIGHT AT MUNDREE, 

‘The same despatches give us an account of a fight at the village of 
Mundree, in the neighbourhood of Azimgtnr, and one in which the

Contain C. W. Bannister, commanding at Neenuch, gives the following

Le Geyt, ma concealed situation, advanced with a few men, 
towards the enemy, who, it appears, were about LOO in number, and 
charged right through them. In this charge, | regret to say that Captain 
Fucker lost his life; and Captain Lawrie, 21st Regiment Native Infuntry, 
sho accompanied him, and who apoears to have behaved nobly, we 
severely wounded, [tis due to Captain Lawrie to say that he eadea- 
soured at the first to dissuade Captain Tacker from charging rashly with 
les small body of men into so large a force, but, seeing that Captain 
Lucker was determined to eharge, he added his voluutarv services to 

ipport Captain Tucker and give geeater effeet to the charge. Captain 
Lawrie was wounded severely in the breast with a lince, and was much 
eat abou by the swords of the enemy, J1Lis horse was shot under hin. 
Ove trooper war killed in this charge. The enemy appears to have 
reired to a position out of the reach of cavalry befire Lieutenant Le 
Gevt, who had but a handiul of men in reserve, coud approwh 
them. Captaim ‘Tucker's body was taken away by the enemy, but 
wis afterwards tecovered by the men of his own troop. Tis head, 
which was severed from the trunk, Was never reeovered, Our man 
holy arrived in froat of the wails of Jeerun at about halt-past seven acm, 
The enemy were assembled two hundred yards in front of the walls, en the 
brow of a hill, when our column first sawthem. ‘They remained ull our 
nine-pounders moved forward and fired a few rounds: they then retired 
slowly, taking up a stronger position behind some buts, At about this 
tine Ewassent with a squadron to the other side of the town to eut off 
sravglers, and consequently did not see the action ; bir, on retnening. after 
the action, L was informed that our infantry had at fret failed to dislodge 
the enemy from their position; that, in their advance for this  prrpose, 
Captain Read, commanding her Majesty’s SSrdodotvchment, lad been 
killed, amd Captain Soppitt, commancing 12in detaelinent NL, had been 
dangerously wounded ; that both infautry detachments, seeing their com 
manders ‘il, made a mumentary retreat; that the enemy, qaboldened, 
msted upon them aud took one mortar, and were nearly on the gins, 
wien Captain Simpson, with Lieutenant Blair, Lievtenaut Le Gevt, and 
Riding-Master Steers, charged with a squadron upon the enemy, retook the 
mortar, and dispersed the rebels, who fled to the tort, 

“Tn this charge Captain Simpson was very severely wounded in the 
head, Lieutenant Blair was wounded severely with a sword, and Lieu. 
tenant Le Geyt sight ly by a bullet, 

“The day was now fast coming to a close, and we heard some reports 
that avother column of the enemy was advanei ou Neewuch from 
another direction. 

“Captain Simpson, beiug unable to perform bis duty, the command de- 
volved upon me, 

“Tomitted to state, whieh is an important point, that a great part of the 
ammunition of the mortar was never recovered, but tell into the hands of 
the enemy, Tor this reason, as well as on account of the great natural 
strength ofthe place, which would have rendered it impossible, with the 
small joree at my command, aad no breaching guns, to fake the town, also 
on account of the fagged state of the men, the want of officers ty command 
the detachments, and the nece ity of returning to rotect Necmuch, 1 
ordered a retreat, which we effected belore night eloved in.”

The Homictor ar Over Darwis,—An inquiry having been opened a8 to 
the death of John Marsden, who died of injures inflieted on him by his neigh- 
bour, Abraham Beswick, the jury returned « verdict of manslaughter agamst the 
Iatter, It appeared that the deceased had two or three times stopped at 
Beswick’s door, and made provoking exclamations and cestures. (t was on one 
of these oceasions that Besaick came out and struck the fatal blow. Lt was not 
immediately fatal, however, for the deceased got up and challenged Beswick to 
fight; and afterwards went home and changed lis clothes before he was con- 
scious of any particular injury. 

Tue Lenpwinn Cottimny.—The damage eaused by the explosion at the 
Lundhill Colhery on the 19th of July Jast, by which [59 lives were lost, has now 
been thoroughly repured. A great improvement has been made in the workings 
by the mtroduction of a “damb-drift,” whieh has been executed under the 
superintendence of Mr. Beanmont, The effect of this will be to carry the foul 
air away without its having to puss over the cupola furnace, xs previously. The 
proprietors, having repaired all the damage, have now again fairly commenced 
operations. 

Thy ALLEGED Merper in KeiGurey Worksouse®.—The inquiry into the 
death of Mrs. Sagar, the matron of the Keighley workhouse, has resulted in the 
liberation of her husband, Arsenic had been found in her body—more than 
enough of the poizon to destroy hfe. The husband sometimes gave her ber 
medicine, it appeared, and sometimes il-used her. The deceased bad expressed 
a fear that poison had been put into her medicine; and to a relation she said, 
“Tf owt happens to me, you might think i's murder.” ‘The jury returned the 
following verdict: —" We find that) Barbara Sagar has died from the effeets of 
arsenic, but by whom administered there is no evidence to show,” 

Suspeetep Mugper iN CUMBERLAND.—At Fenton, a little village about a 
nile trom the Howmill station of the Neweastle and Carlisle Railway, lived an 
old man named Robert Irwin. He was formerly engaged in agrieulture, but 
since his daugiter marned, he occasionally resided with her and her husband, 
paying them tor his lodging. He had saved about £260, and had mace a wall, 
hequeathing this sum to his grandchildren, only leaving the interest to his 
daughter, independent altogether of ber husbana’s control. Onthe morning of 
Christmas-day he rose about half-past five o’clock, to attend a prayer-meeting 
im the villag Contrary to Ins wont, If is sid, the son-in-law (named Skelton) 
algo got up, and busiea himsell with lighting a fire, ‘The old moan le.t the house 
with lantern and stick, and the son-iu-law and his wife both say the door was 
bolted after him. Ln little more than an hour Irvin was found ou tne road- 
side with his head dreadfully contused and lacerated. The old man died on 
the following morning; and suspicion resting on Skelton, he wags taken into 
custody. However, the evidence against him does pot seem very strong at

Roastep Attve.— David Thomas was employed as a lime-burner at the kilns 
of the Navigation Coal Company, Mountain Ash, South Wales, While engaged 
at his work a few days since, he thought the burning stones on the top of the 
perfected lime did not descend a8 they ought, and he asked his wife, who lap. 
pened to be with him, to go to the top of the kiln and inform him whether they had 
sunk or not. She did so, and reported that “ they had not moved a bit.” Upon 
this, takirg up an iron bar to thrust amongst the stones, he stepped forward to 
the top of the kiln. Tis wife begged bim to keep back, reminding bia that if 
the stones should slip he would be drawn with them into the burning kiln. Tle 
said, “Oh, never fear, | will take care of that;” and commenced moving the 
stones with the iron bar. In a few moments the stones hegan to descend, and, 
as his unhappy wife had feared, to draw him with them. As he descended, the 
fiery stoves closed around him, until at length the lower part of his body vecame 
N He shrieked with pain, and his agonised wife 
endeavoured to pull him out. This was a work of the greatest danger; and when 
at length she did seize his hand, she found that the burnt fest yielded to her 
touch, rendering it impossible for her to obtain any hold. The horrors of the 
situation cannot be described. At length the woman’s cries attracted the atten- 
tion of some men near au adjacent colliery. It happened, too, that a boat was 
the time, and the boatmen having Jain-to to gaze at the accident, a 
man named Hobbs ran to the boat, svized the boat rope, and was preparing to 
throw it round the body of the unhappy Thomas, when the boatman, David Jen- 
kins, came and snatched away the rope, saying it was useless to burn it as he 
could Jet them have an olderone, He deliberately walked back to the boat, leave 
ing the poor sufferer in the midst of the fire, picked vut an old piece of rope, 
threw it to the men, and then rowed away. When the line was thrown round 
the poor sulferer’s body, it was found that they could not draw him out. At 
length an iron bar was placed under him, and he was fifted out—still living, but 
frightfully burnt. Of course human strength could not survive such sufferings, 
and he died, The jury who held an inquest on the poor wretch’s body indignantly 
censured the boatman Jenkins. 

SaneBaTH AMUSEMENT. —On Sunday week some person fired a pistol 
thronga the wincow of the Sunday school at Trowse, during the time when the 
ladies Were instructing the Sunday scholars. The hall passed through the win- 
dow, struck acaimst the wall opposite, and fell down flattened among the children, 
No person could be discovered near the spot. 

A FAMILY Porsongtp.—Considerable excitement has been eaused in Shore- 
ham by the mysterious poisoning of a family named Puttick. They vecupied a 
snail cottage at the rear of the Swiss Gardens, the family comprising Puctick 
(who by trade was a butcher, but had recently added to his earnings by destroy- 
ing rats), his wife and two sons, the eldest fitteen years of age. On Thursday 
week, Puttick and lis wife dined together, having for the meal bacon, caboage, 
and some hard pudding, which Mrs. Puttick had made from some flour, of which 
they had before partaken without experiencing any unpleasant results. Half an 
hour after they had had dinner, Mr. and Mrs. Puttick were seized with violent 
sickness and pain in the stomach. The son then came im and took his dipner, 
his father warning him not to eat the cabbage, ea it had made himself and his 
mother ill. Shortly alter, the boy became sick, gradually got worse, and died 
about six o'clock the same evening. The woman lingered in great agony until 
the following (Friday) morning, when she expired; and it was not unin Saturday 
morning that Putties was pronounced to be out of danger, A Dr. Fuller, who 
was called in to the relief of the sufferers, on examining the remains of the pud- 
ding, found it strougl impreguated with arsenic. Jt appears that Puttick ept 
arsenic in the house for the purpose of killing rats, but it was put carefully away 
iv a chest in an upper room, Suspicion was aroused before Mrs. Puttick died; 
and she was asked about the arsenic, but she declared that if the arsenic had got 
into the pudding, she did not know how it came there, An inquest was held, 
and adjourned for a fortnight. 

Tuy Game Laws.—A poaching affray occurred last week in the preserves 
of Annesley Woods, near Tucknall Torkard, Winfield, a keeper, was shot by a 
poacher, and after lingering several days, died. The poacher is in custody.—Two 
keepers employed on Lord Baget’s estate, near Ruthin, fell in with four poachers, 
and attempted to arrest them.

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RIOTING IN THE PROVINCES. 
EMEUTE AMONG THE PAUPER LABOURERS AT PRESTON, 

Tue discontent among the pauper labourers at Preston became a 
muiiny on Saurdas evening. 1 he vase is this: 

There are upwards of 1,000 men employed on the Moor, generally at the 
rate of a stilling a day. ‘The work is excavation of some hills for the cor- 
poration, During the erisis it has been found impossible to employ the 
men more than half a day each—part of the number in the morniny, the 


other in the aiternoon ; but they still received their shilling each, Lately, 
however, labour-masters were appointed, and on Friday (the 1st) orders 
were given to enforce a full day’s work, It would appear that many 
paupers found it profitable to attend upon the Moor forthe sake of the 
shiiling, spending the remainder of the day in other employment ; others 
(qiite uneble) found it an easy method of earning an “ hovest shilling.” 
Tie order of Friday was most sternly resisted therefore, the tore violent 
of the labourers threatening death to those who were willing to comply. 
On that day, then, the guardians did not deem it prudent to enforce the 
order; but oo Saturday evening (the men having only worked half-a-day, 
as usual), the relieving officers were instructed to pay only hall the allow- 
ance. The men were cougregated to the number of 1,000, and a most 
violent commotion ensued, One man called upon his fellows to resist to 
the last, and have their ull pay, “ either one way or another.” The 
guardians who attempted to speak were hissed, execrated, and denounced ; 
the men declared that it was an attempt to starve them to death, A riot 
sapprehended, aud the civil authorities were applied te, ‘The mayor, 
the superintendent of police, and about a score of constables attended ; but 
ail efforts to restore quiet were useless, The paupers violently proclaimed 
their determination to have their shilling. A consultation then took place 
between the guardians and authorities, and at about eight o’clock the 
guardians gave way, and agreed to pay the paupers in full. This allayed 
the storm, Great excitement prevailed, and the paupers (now encouraged) 
expressed their determination not to work more than half a day, nor to 
submit to any reduction. 

On Monday arrangements were made to prevent or to mect any further 
disturbanee. Special constables were sworn in; the leaders of the emeu/e 
were warned; und it was arranged to pay the men in two several places, 
instead of at one, where they might more easily mass together. But the 
men refused to be paid anywhere bat at the union buildings, and moved off 
ine body there, where the seene of Saturday was repeated. Many flatly 
refused to reevive sixpence for the halt-day’s work, and a body of 200 touk 
possession ot a shed, vowing they would never leave it without the shilling. 
the malcontents were exhorted to form a “ solid 
and alfairs louked desperate: but at length a double row. of 
coustables was drawn up, aud the “selid square” was ordered to file off, 
They had the good sense todo so; and the multitude dispersed. Great 
consternation was cansed in the town,

MILITIA RIOTS AT ASHTON, 

On New Years eve,a party of the LOUth Dublin Militia, stationed at 
Burnley barracks, created a riot in the place. It was bounty-day ; they 
liad spent much time im the beer-houses, and then sallied forth, atracking 
anyone they happened to meet. The picket, with the assistance of the 
police, got most of the rioters to the barracks. Shortly atter, the picket 
returned, and dividing, visited several parts of the town, ‘The more serious 
part of the disturbance then began, ‘The conduct of the several divisions 
of the picket was much more violent than that of the men who had been 
taken tu the barracks, Windows were charged at the point of the bayonet, 
not only vreaking the glass, bul endangering the lives of anv who happened 
to sit near them, One wan—a civilian—was stabbed in the shoulder and 
lip, while quietly walking in the street; another mau was wounded in the 
head and in the thigh; a pool of blood at the corner of Market Street 
showed where a third had been stabbed. There were, indeed, fifieen or 
sixteen cases of this kind; hw: no person was dangerously injured, it seems, 
One person appears to have had a narrow escape, however. He was chased 
into a shop, the door of whieh was closed. The rioters drove their bayonets 
into the door, and then proceeded to smash in the shop-frout. Unable to 
overtake another fugitive, they threw their bayonets at him—one of which 


he secured, Sometimes, however, the militia canght a Tartar, who left his 
mark uponthem, Lt was not ull one o'clock that the rioters were all got 
into barrack, After this violent demonstration, the inhabitants of the town 
mustured some 200 strong, and, armed with stout sticks and other weapons, 
threatened to attack the militia in barracks; but they were dissuaded by 
Mr. Hansfield, a magistrate, and some other persons. 

On Monday eleven of the rioters, all of them trishmen, were examined 
at the Town-hall, and committed for trial.

Spare or Tuk THAMES.—Mr, Garney’s recent report to the Virst Cum- 
wissiover of Works ou the state of the Thames (dated November 8rd) has just 
been published. Mr. Gurney recommends that all the retrogrades aud bratiice 
cesspools be destroyed; that all the obstructions to a uniform flow of the river 
at low water be removed; that the Lh pa along shore be rounded off, and 
the hollows filled up; tnat the serrated edges of the river at low water be made 
plain, and continued along the whole line of low-water mark ; that the width of 
the water way at the lowest ebb be not more than oue hundred and forty yards 
trom ride to side, go that the river may not only run in a uniform current, but at 
a minimum rate of two hundred and twenty-five feet per minute; and that from 
low-water mark upwards the beach be so constructed that the shore may rise at 
an angle of about three or four degrees with the horizon, or, in road-making par- 
lance, of not Jese than one in sixicen, to facilitate the fall of the sewage into the 
bed of the river. The cost of this arrangement will not be so great as would at 
firet Sight appear, and the navigation of the river would be improved by it. As 
regards vaseous or acriform sewage—-a most deadly poison— Mr. Gurney suggests 
the destruction of the retrograde, the proper trapping of the mouths of the 
overs, and the combustion of the noxious gases.

A TYPHOON AT MACAO. 
Ir is well known that a typhoon is a tempestuous wi

A jew weeks since Macav was the scene of one of these disastrous gales, and 
great was the Joss of life and property in the harbour, the scene in whieh 
our encraving faithfully depicts, Many junks were wrecked, and several 
hundred Chinese sailors perished. A French frigate, the Jodanna, dragged 
her anchors, and was thrown on toamud baok. Cuptain Barry, of the 
Dragon gunboat, stationed at Macao, greatly distinguished himself during 
the hurricane. As many as thirty Chinamen were saved by his exertions. 
Wherever he saw a poor creature clinging to portions of the wrecks, he 
made towards thera, regardless of danger, and in almost every instance sne- 
ceeded in snatching them from their perilous position. The journals of

THe ENGtisn Prisoners at Napies.—Mr. Acting-Consul Barbar jas 
addressed a communication to the Earl of Clarendon, in which it is shown that 
the English engineers at Salerno were much ili-treated until the British antho- 
rities took up their case. Mr. Barbar also asserts that these unfortunate men 
have been detained, if not arrested, on a false pretence. He says that, on arriv- 
ing at Salerno, he applied to the Attorney-General for an order of admission to 
the prison, and adds: “I availed myself of the oppor unity to express to him m 
regret that, when eleven of the crew of the Caytiari had been released from pri- 
son, the engineers Watt and Park had not been included, and I requested to be 
informed when the trial would come on. The Attorney-General replied that they 
were not released because a letter of Miss White’s, of a serious nature, had been 
fonnd on Watt, or in tis cabin en board the Cagliari, which had been conveyed 
to him from the shore at Genoa by Park.” The Consul proceeds to gay -—"On 
entering the prison where the two engineers were confined, I strictly examined 
them both on the subject of the letter iv question, and I am happy to say that 
the Attorney-Genera’s report to me was completely falec.” With respect tothe 
treatment Watt and Park have been subjected to, the “ Times” correspondent 
adds :-—* The indictment has not yet been presented to the prisoners. Their trial 
cannot commence until towards the eud of January—that is to say, till about the 
commencement of the eighth month of their confinement. I hear that, after the 
earthquake, Park, whose health has suffered much, had another of his nervous 
attucks; and no wonder, if true, for reports bronght since I began this letter 
make the number of the buried dead amount to 13,000.” 

Meaper or A WALLACHTAN JuDG#.—A letter from Bucharest, of the 21st 
ult., aunounces the assassination on that day of the President of the Civil Tri- 
bunal of that capital. The assassin is a Greek, twenty-two years of age, who 
liad lost a law snit, and in consequence would be forced to sell all his property. 
When the judgment was delivered, he drew a pistol from his preast, and shot the 
President through the head, exclaiming, “Justice is at length rendered!” He 
then attempted to commit suicide, but he was seized aud committed to prison, 

AMFRICAN SLAVERS.—A paragraph, dated Nerfolk, United States, December 
21, pulsished im the New York papers, informs us that the barque William G. 
Lewis had been captured asa slayer in the Congou River, by a boat expedition 
from the United states’ sloop-of-war Dale. “The brig Windward, supnosed to 
he a slaver, was also captured. The British steamer Kicctor hind seized the barque 
Clora B. Wiliams, and an American schooner about the same time. Many siavers 
are reported to be on the African coast. Twelve had heen captured after the 
arrival of the Dale there.” 

Fravp iN Sout AMenrica.—Three cases of fraud in Chili have come to 
light. Acclerk of a business honse in Santiago has been detected in appropriat- 
ing his employer’s fonds, and no less than 100 000 dollars was said to have been 
spent by him at the ganing-table. In Valparsiso,a Mr. Bernal, a retail dealer, 
who tor some time past had forged bills to meet his liabilities, has committed 
suicide by leaping from a boat into the sea. The amount of his forgeries 1s set 
down at 100,000 dollars. In the Commissary of Marine’s oflice, a defaleation of 
20,000 doilars has been dizcovered ; the heads of the department were arrested 
until the matter was investigated. ; 

Tne FRrenca IN THe Mrnquesas Istanvs—Vhe French Government 
have received advices from the Marquesas Islands narrating an attempt of Ad- 
mitral Lugeol to panish the cannibal tribe of the oipi Vala tor attempting to 
sieal two young women fromthe French mission territo-y, that they might be 
sacrificed ard eater, The Admiral burnt a nomber of villages, but did not suce 
ceed in killing any of the savages.

THE NAPOLEONIC PRESS. 

Sucu of our rerders as have seen the prospectus of the new French 
paper by Graner de Cassagnac, which has been circulated widely this 
week, mnst have smiled while reading il. ‘Tbe crowing of the Gallic ecck 
is aiwaye lively; but a certain importance (apart from emusemen') 
attaches to this manifesto. It is a sign and a symptom—for it shows 
that the French despotism wants to take up inéellectual ground. 
Hitheriv, ‘hat Power has rested chiefly on wz-inteliectral force: on 
the army—on the ignorant loyalty of the peasantry—on the ‘ear of 
socialism and such ideas among the shopkeepers, Genius and 
thonght, poetry and science, have held aloof from it. Now, it seems, 
there is a great effort to be made to get up a moral and literary 
prestige for the Empire. It is to reform impurity of style and dec- 
trire—to assert the old French pre-eminence in Letters—and good- 
ness knows what else. So far, then, it performs a homoge to virtue 
and zous; and this is the satisfactory side of it. But the dectrive 
smuggled into the manifesto, and the braggadocio which pervades it, 
are so ridiculons, so unjust to liberty and to Europe, that the journal- 
ists of a free and a great conntry (for the combination /s possible !) 
are bound ‘o reprove them. Not dat that the manifesto is smartiy 
written, Ail French writers sre smart. Whoever the man, aud 
whatever the topre—let them be French, and it is odd if we do not 
have scmething neat, pleavsnt, and epigrammatic, 

The mein arvoment of De Cas:agnac is, that the State now does 
woat Joxrnaliem only taiked about, This thonght is a plagiarism 
from the old dialogue on “The Causes of the Corraption o: Blo- 
quence,” written under the Roroan Empire. There it was the object 
of one set to attrek oratory, precieely as now, in Paris, to attsck the 
press, Bnt the fact has yet to be established. ‘There is no evidence 
that all social ciffieultirs are cisappeariog im France any more than 
anywhere else. ‘It now comes ont, for instance, that atiaira went 
mech worse with the Freven army in the Crimea than was supposed 
at the time. The c:mmercial state of Paris has not escaped the 
difficulties whieh have attacked other countries. The Ewpire im 
proves the architecture of Paris (not withont a sly eye to the defence 
of the imperial bead-quarters), and dees the routine work of all 
governments, ‘Tre question really iz, whether it does evch a great 
deal more than other governments as to jastify it in checking all 
opinion and publicity, and suprrvising private life more than is done 
in Spain or Russia? = Thad is tre point on which Europe wants the 
evidence of facte; instead of which, the Goverument giadiator hiis 
ent at men whom he very well knows to be hirdered by the cenacr- 
thio from biting bim again.

‘T' 
ray that loose novels be came ‘ashior able under a free sys'em ot publiva- 
tion is not to explain the phenomenon, A deeper question is, why 
the French, having a choice, choos# the loose books; #ad why, ander 
a new empire, the cvil deepens? We suspect the Napoleonic press 
will find this qnestion « ti ugh nat to creew. 

The flourish about the leadership of Europe, &e., is harmless, and 
need offend nobody, Nothing is better known abcat French authers 
than their ignorance of Kogiish authors. Boileau himself observed 
that he formed hisepinionef our genius from reading Addison’s Latin 
poems, aremark showi ga profound acquaintance with Snakspeare 
and Milton. Hence we have no doubt that De Cassagnac is periectly 
sincere in believing that Kogland owes her hieraiure to Franee. Ile 
yrobably could not re-d une “ Spectator ” without a dictionary ; and 
it would be vain totalk to him of Bacon cr Spencer, or of the obliga- 
tions of Voltaire to Boll'nybroke cr Collinge. Does he know that in is 
stili disputed whether France ever produced a poet, and that within 
a few years no editions of a classic appeared in Paris without the 
proofs having been first rent to Germany ? 

But we must not be betrayed into a merely literary controversy.

THE COMPLIMEN!?S OF THE SEASON. 

AFTER a Christmas of almost unexampled mildness, after “ summer iu 
the lap of winter,” and the growth of and blossoming of all sorts of flowers 
with the most incomprehensible names in the garden of sempiternal old 
maids—WINTER, in all its terrible reality and severity has set in upon us. 
There is a bitter frost. There is a “ nipping and an eager air ;” there are 
flaky particles floating about in the atmosphere, giving grim promise of 
imminent snow-storms. In a word, General January has at last shown 
himself in his true character, and charges upon us with icy javelins, and 
shrapnel shells of congealed snow, aud great guns emitting piercing blasts. 
We are in mid-winter, and one that may prove, after so unwonted a con- 
tinuance of balmy weather, to be one of Siberian intensity. 

We have enjoyed the usual number of Christmas revels, it is to be pre- 
sumed [we are sure we hope all the readers of the “Illustrated Times” 
have spent their Christmas right merrily |—we have taken our fill of tur- 
key, plum- pudding, mince-pies, and other seasonable delicacies. We have 
kissed our pretty cousins under the misletoe, played at forfeits, heaped gifts 
of toys on our juvenile relatives ; and have not been even unmindful of Old 
Christmas-day, keeping Twelfth-night with the orthodox tweltth cake, and 
the traditional “cheracters” and conundrums. Now that we have got 
over those slight fits of indigestion prevalent between the last decade of 
December the old, and the first decade of January the new, does it not be- 
hove us to consider a little into the state of those poor and forlorn crea- 
tures who, after passing anything but a merry Christmas—albeit the seasou 
was warm—are likely to spend anything but a happy new year, dreadfully 
cold as it threatens to be? Ought we not to think of the awful condition 
of thousands of our brothers and sisters who are at this present moment 
shuffling about, weak with hunger, crippled with cold, numbed with 
nakedness, wretched, sterved, pinched creatures in the streets of 
this, the Mart of the world, the receptacle of its wealth, the em- 
porium of its prosperity, the museum of its splendours? Ought we 
not, discarding for the moment the sterner doctrines of political eco- 
nomy, the laws of supply and demand, the great moot points of out-door 
relief and in-door relief, and the indignant denunciations of Mr. Alderman 
Cute against widows and orphans and young childrea, and the ghostly 
warnings of Sir Robert Walter Carden against indiscriminate almsgiving, 
bear in mind that, for want of a meal’s victuals, yonder wretched scare- 
crow may die—that the widow woman with the four children, in whose 
every look there is starvation, cannot wait till her case has been in- 
vestigated by the committee, which meets twice a week, which cannot 
think of administering relief without excellent testimonials to character, 
and which has a slightly sectarian bias against Rome on the one hand and 
Dissent on the other—that the naked and the hungry are crying in every 
thoroughfare, absolutely penniless, foodiess,and shelterless—and that it is our 
bounden duty as human beings, and as Christians, to relieve their wants, at 
once and efficacionsly ? 

We know that the Indian Relief Pund has absorbed much of the public 
money available for charitable purposes. We know that extra missions 
among the heathen are in course of organisation, and that extra subscrip- 
tions must be forthcoming. We know that we have scarcely recovered 
from our financial crisis as yet, and that money is very tight in the City. 
We are even prepared to ndmit the existence of very many admirable 
charitable institutions which are distributing relief; that the Refuges for 
the Destitute sdmit every night as mary starved and frozen guests as their 
limited space will permit them to do; and that the few soup-kitchens that 
yet remain in operation are doing good service. We know that private 
charity among the wealthy is exerting itself nobly in its own immediate 
but necessarily contracted circle; and we will presume that by dint of 
much application to the relieving-otlicers of the union workhouses, such 
paupers as are forte nate enough to have a parish and a legal settlement 
therein may obtain a ticket for the stone-yard, or probably a little bread, 
or possibly a little meat. But there are paupers—troops of them, women 
of them, children of them—who will die of cold and starvation in the 
streets of the city “ paved with gold,” who have neither parishes nor set-

pleasant to see that in this instance both author and artist have disregarded 
mere conventional types, and given us flesh and blood men and women, 
So promisiag a union of pen and peneil has not been produced for a long 
time. 

BLackwoop 1s good this month, although Sir Bulwer Lytton’s novel, 
“What will he do with it?” dors not do much to help it; it is dull and 
unconnected, and the attempts at fun are lamentable. Mr, G. H. Lewes, 
tie pleasantest scientific writer now left to us, contrinutes a most in- 
teresting aud admiraoly-written puper on “ Hunger and Thirst,” and plea- 
santly garnishes much valuatde information by his own sprightliness and 
wit. A good legend, “ The Bells of Botreaus,” makes one wish that the 
writers in “ Blackwood,” who cax do it so well, woul! more frequently step 
off their pedestals and condescend to story-telling. ‘Chere are iwo Tndian 
articles—one a continuation of the history of the mutiny, commenced in a 
previous number; the other, a history of the doings of the Ist Bengal 
Kuropean Fusileers: the first cleverly compi'ed, the second wrilien on the 
spot with much dash and verre, The other articles are, a good paper on 
Béranger; a dreary essay upon the Scotch Universities, and a review of 
Freytag’s “ Debt wad Credit.” 

Ao excelleat number of Fraser. ‘The writer under the siguature of 
“Shirley,” does jastice to a very clever ans God-gitted young wan, Alex. 
ander Sunith, eriticises his works well and close y, aod celends him from 
the ridiculous attacks made upon him in the “Atreneun.” ‘To anyone 
of common sense xt would seein scarcely vecessary to point out how very 
weak was the charge of plagiarism, anu how mercilessly bitter the actual 
complaint and implied innendo. Mr. Theodore Martin’ 
Goethe's “ Helena” is very close to the original, while ia itsel! it isa very 
pretty and grace poem. Dr. Watsen’ lectures on the Principle and 
Practice of Physic forms the groundwork ot an interestiog paper.

Walter was to 13 eeu formally commenced ou Monday. An immense 
number of larger apd soronger hydraulic presses Lave been fixed in place 
of those broken and burs: ia previous tional attempts. No less than eleven 


presses were lixed against roe all eradle, and ten agaiust the forward one. 

Avnong the former wos a monster ram—oue of the two specially tosde for 

hoisting the Britannia Bodge —and perhaps the largest ever cast in this 
I 


or any otver country, 1 is, indeed, a most ponderous machine, the cylinder 
weighing 15 tons 760 lbs.; the frame, 9 tons; piston, 3 tons 1,132 Ibs. ; 
and the bo! , 331 tb. —2S8 tons in The diameter of the pistou is 
20 inches, and the thiekness of the iron of the eylinder 10 inches. In 
rasing the Britannia Bridye ao hydraulic ram of exactly the same size and 
strength as this was ripped from t »p to bottom—in fset, the one now at 
Millwall was east to supply the pluce of that broken at Menai. Tie chains 
by which the stem and stern of Leviathan are dragged towards the 
river were immensely strengthened «nd made secure. 

News of these preparations sent a greai number of visitors to the yard 
on Monday, but—nothing was done; that is to say, in the way of pro- 
gress, Nevertlieless, the day did not pass off entirely without the usual 
average of unfortunate mishaps. A bark coming up the river ran intothe 
stenm barge which, anchored off the vessel, contained a large portion of 
the windlasses and gear to be used in hauling the monster hulk towards 
the river, and sank it instanter. There were no lives lost, fortunately, but 
tue accident. had the effect of checking the operations, which on the fol- 
lowing day did take place. 

It was tended to have gone to work soon aiter daybreak on Tuesday, 
but the severe frost of the previous night had frozen all the water in the 


all, 


| ram pumps and feed pipes, and even the pistons into the cylinders of the 


rains themselves, This, of course, occasioned a delay, since fires had to 
be lighted, and the pipes and pumps thawed before anything conld be done, 
o that it was near eleven o'clock before all was in readiness for another 
start. Great care had to be taken to warm the water before it was 
pumped into the rams; for the strongest hydraulic machines in the worla 
would be burst instantly if the water commenced tre: zing in the cylinders. 
By a new arrangement, by which all the hydraulic machines were joined 
with supply pipes in groups of three, the pressure was got upon the eradles so 
equaily that the Leviathan, atter a rest ot nearly three weeks, slipped at 
once for two or three inches, and in short slips of the same kind continued 
to progress throughout the day. At five o’clock, whea work was discon- 
tinued, she had made twenty-six slips in all, in leugtis varying from 2 to 
5 inches each, Her whole progress was 8 leet 34 inches alt, and 3 feet 
} inch forward. The reason of this grea) difference between the progress 
of the stem and stern is, because the fore part of the vessel is already so 
ninch in advance as to have twisted the cradles on the ways. On Tues- 
day, therefore, almost the whole of the pressure was applied to the aft 
cradle, avd the difference of position between that and the forward one 
ina great measure removed. Lf the tackle fitted to haul her towards the 
‘Thames could have been wed, the result of ‘Tuesday's work would have 
been some thirty or torty ‘ret, ax it was found that the stram applied 
upon the immense chains across the river kept her in motion for three or 
four feet when once the rams started her. As it was, howe ver, the steam 
barge, with all the gear for hauling in the chaims being sunk, nothing could 
be dove with the river tackle, 

The work on Wednesday proceeded in an equally satisfactory manner. 
Fires were kept lighted abvnt the various rams, to counteract the effects of 
the severe frost, and the vessel was gradually pushed several feet nearer to 
the water. On Thursday, eleven few were gained; aud hopes oi a reat 
itt were entertained for Friday.

We know not whether we are cesthetically right, or whether we are 
offending agvinst the canons of artistic criticism as laid down by Mr. 
Ruskin, end by so doing renderiug ourselves liable to be demolished by the 
thunderbolts of that pictorial Jupiter Tonans, in ascribing this grand 
picture to the /hird period or manner of Turner. For we reckon a far 
greater number of epochs in the art-life of our great punter than the ma- 
jority of his erities seem inclined (o allow to him. lis first’ period is his 
Claudto-Wilsonian phase—tis seed-time of convention: classie:sms—of 
learnedly-drawa, but nieely-caleulated skies, who e every cloud was dove 
to mle aud meawrement—of delioerately-adopted shadows, and high 
lights potsed only on given spois—and alter mature consideration, 
and of » seaie of co our in which predominated those grays for sea-scapes, 
sacred to the memory of Adria Vandervelde, and those musiy brown 
tints for landscapes, hallowed by the memory of the practice of Gaspar 
Vonssin aud the patronage ol Sir George Boanmont, whose seme ot pris- 
matic perieetion was the hue of a Cremona fiddle. Che second manner ot 
Turser (we are not speaking ex eathedrd, but from the lowliest three 
leaged stool of eritic¢isin), was a hesitating, vaeillating, nievndering, but 
always ambitious, always improving era, Ile painted moonlit Millbanks, 
biacksmuths’ shops in rivairy of Wilkie, cuttle in water in defiance of 
Gainsborough, portraits of rimsel’ iu emulation of Hopner, Opie, and 
Northcote, pigs !o outdo Moriand, pheasants, wild ducks, cort-horses, auy- 
thing and evervihing, coquetting for awhile with his great, sure, and soli- 
tary mistress, Art, like a lover who, certain of the fidelity of lis adored one, 
yel teaves her ever acd anoa wilh asly flirtation which makes reconciliation 


only the more delizhtiul, But in 1823 we find Turner fully launched iato 
his third and glorions manuer, the Romantic. Seott had written “ Ivanhoe” 
and “ Kenilworth ;” Keats, Endymion :” Shelley, “ Queen Mab;” Byron, 
“Childe Harold.” Tt was time for him, who was worthy to illustrate 
them ail—nay, who could divine bexuties of whieh even they had no per- 
ception—to show that he too possessed the key of the Temple of Romantic 
Art; that to him had been given the knowledge of the secrets of the rain- 
bow, ard participation in the ivexhaustible treasures of the sun. Tus is 
no! the time to enomerate tie vemaming and successive periods of the 
Master, That he cine at last to aberration and declension—thoogh he 
was glorious even in his declive; that his lend lost its cunning, and his 
eye iis eagle eertitude—though the lambent flame of his poetie insight was 
not quenched Gil the closing seeae—must be acknowledsed even by the 
most fervent of his admirers; but we trust to be asle to offer to our 
readers many more examples of the progress of Joseph ‘Turner in the 
awhich we shall be enabled to trace, with sone 
degree of sequence, the seven-leavue steps he made in bis transcendant 
journey. 

The “Bay of Baise” is essentially a romantic picture; and yet in it 
the painter hias contrived to intuse many of the clements of common .ife. 
The Sybil might be one of Mr. Evty’s models; ana to tell truth savours 
more of the platform ‘a the studio than of the mvstie tripod. That little 
white rabbit, sharp and distiner against the swaling shadow of the great 
maritime stone pines—thore luseions fraits east about in the voleanie fer- 
tility of Ttaly’s delicious land—thove subtle evidences of reptile life, in the 
snake coiling among the rank luxuriance of the underwood (and who shall 
ds, cramets, stoats, toads, and hats, haunt the umbr weous 
depths of the foreground ?), these are all of the earth, and earthy; the blne 
bay in the distance tas bine to-day as it may have boen thonsands ol years 
since; the little boats with their cha ming lateen sails might be the feluccas 
and erccia-maraie Vat crawl alony the smiling coasts of the Medi'erranean 
now; sone of the simplest in drawing and colour that Turner 
ever atiempted ; yet the magical perception, and no Jess magical power of 
the paivter, have invested the whole scene with a delightful aroma of ro- 
mantic beauty, The picture is exrelessly painted ; the middle foreground 
is bald and seratehy; the two figures ure posilive'y hideous in the dee 
formity of their details—the Svoil appears to wear a pair of boxing- 
gloves in fiew of hands; and, unless our eye deceives us, there is no hori. 
zontal line in the picture at all, and the waters of the Bay are convex 
instead of plane, Yet the line of benuty is in every lineament, in every 
limb of a tree, in every curve of a cloud, in every bend of a sail, ip every 
vein o1 a leaf, iu every rippie of a wavelet. The discordant parts form one

THE MARRIAGE OF THE PRINCESS ROYAL. 

Tue arrangements for the marriage of the Irincess Royal are nearly 
completed. ‘Two or three hundred workmen are employed in papering and 
decorating the old Palace of St. James's, and great are the changes whiel 
have been made in it. The public will be odmitted toth Chapel Royal 
by tickets, on the Wednesday after the ceremony, aud the two following 
days ; and to the chapel and sta‘e apar'ments in the following week. ‘These 
tickets will be issued at the Lord Chamberiain’s office on Tuesday, the 
26th instant. 

The Princess Royal will be attended to the altar by eight bridesmaids, 
whose names, says rumour, are: Lady Cecilia Lennox, Lady Susan Pelham 
Clinton, Lady Susan Murray, Lady Catherine Hamilton, Lady Emo 
Stanley, Lady Cecilia Molyneux, Lady Constance Villiers, and Lady Sarai 
Spencer. The death of the Earl Spencer will doubtless cause a sulistitu- 
tion of ano her nome for that of Lady Sarah Spencer. 

It is understood that ‘here will be «general ilamination on the mght of 
the nuptials; and we expect that in all the great towns in the empire the 
event will be loyally celevrated. 

PREPARATIONS IN PRUSSIA. 

A letter from Berlin, of the 4th instant, informs us that most of the 
Princes of Prussia, who were already invited to the nuptials of the Princess 
Royal and the testivities that are to precede them, were to proceed to 
Mngland at an eariy date, so as to be enabled to participate in some shoot- 
ing parties in the Highlands before the period of the London testivities 
commences. 

“Jn addition to the noblemen and gentlemen already named us about to 
compose the suite of Prince Frederick-William on the oceasion of his pro- 
ceeding to England to his nuptials, Count Redern has been invited to 
visit the Court of St. James’s, Count R-dern, who a! present occupies at 
this Court the post o! Grand Master of the Royal Honsehold, or, as it 
should be styled according to the nomenclature adopted in the times of 
the German Empire, and still retained in Prussia, High Dapifer, was 
formerly director of all the royal theatres in this country ; be is favour- 
ably known in the musical world as a composer, and to all English artis/es 
who have visited Berlin he has been in the regions of art (dramatic and 
musical) what Baron Hamboldt has, in the regions of science and lite- 
rature, always been to our countrymen—a willing and judicious friend. 

“The British residents in Berlin are going to get up an address to the 
Princess Royal and Prince Frederick-Wi liam on the oecasion of their mar- 
tinge and subsequen! entry into Berlio. The same may be said of our 
countrymen resident in Cologne and Boun. At the latter place they are 
probably stronger in number than anywhere else in Prussia. 

“Tn Potsdam the municipal authorities and the trades’ companies are 
apparently no less busy than the Berliners in their preparation for the 
entry of the young couple into that city of palaces. According to the 
— arrangements, these trades’ companies will | ne the whole distance 
rom the railway-station across the bridge into the town and up to the 
Palace, where the bridal couple will rest for the night; and if the weather 
be not altogether unpropitious, the procession over the bridge will be a 
very pretty sight indeed, for these trades’ companies are not on these occa- 
sions mere aggregates of the ‘great unwashed,’ but bodies of well-dressed 
and well-condacted meo, that with all the evils of the guild system of the 
middle ages have preserved also the banners, the emblems, and the customs 
of those days. The procession from the railway station is to be preceded 
by a squadron of the Hussars of the Guards (the only red regiment in the 
Prussian army), then will comethe Royal Master of the Horse in fullest gala 
costume, followed by two carriages and six, with the ladies and gentlemen of 
the household of the Prince and Princess, The carriage containing their 
Royal Iighnesses will be preceded by a squadron of the Garde-du-Corps, a 
splendid Cuisassier regiment, escorted on the right side by Major-General 
von Bonin, the Military Commander of the*town of Potsdam, aud on 
the left by the highest officer in command of the garrison there. The 
carriages of the remainder of the party are to follow i nmediately, and the 
whole to be closed by a squadron of the Ist regiment of the Lancers uf 
the Guard. Instead of taking the most direct route to the Palace, the 
procession will wind through two or three streets, and, entering at the 
back of the Palace, set down its company in the Lustgarten there. The 
trades’ companies will then walk past in procession, exhibiting their 
emblems, Xe. Alter this is over, there will be a general presentation in 
the Palace of all the high civil and military officers of the town and 
garrison. As the next day will be Sunday, the Prince and Princess will 
attend Divine service in the Garnison Kirche; they will drive through all 
thr numerous Roy! parks and gardeus, they will dine in State, and in 
the evening attend a gala performance at the theatres. 

“On Monday morning early the Prince will conduct his bride to Char- 
lottenburg, and present her there to the King and Queen, and thence the 
entry into Berlin will be made February Sth. 

“During the short period that the Prince and Princess will reside in 
Berlin previcus to taking possession of their own palace, which will not 
be ready till the summer, they will occupy a splendid suite of apartments 
in the Royal Schloss, commanding a most attractive view over the Schloss 
Brucke, up the whole vista of the ‘Unter den Linden.” The residence 
that las been finally decided on for them in Potsdam during the summer 
is the so-called Cabinets-Haus, where the Prince has of late resided when 


: Potsdam. It was in this house that his grandfather, the late King, was 
rn. /

Drive Hulton with execration and derision from hemise 
phere to hemisphere; make a eauger of Burns and a stemp-disiributor ot 
Wordsworth ; proseribe Byron; choke Rowland [Hill with rea tape, let 
Waghorn’s widow wait long tors paltry stipend; aod recognise in the 
second g neration and ina second-hand deyree he claims of Henry Cort. 
Thus runs the way of the world, and of the Cireumlocution Office. 

]t was the fate of George Stephenson to eseape that utter shipwreck of 
fortune which is usually inevitable with men who do ary very notable 
service to society. The tither of English railways did not die bankrupt 
or ina garret, or in an hospital, or in contemptuous obscurity, or under 
the ban of the law. Ile died, indeed, wealthy, famous, and respected, in 
his own house, and on his owe estate; even as did our Shakspeare on that 
April morning, in New Place. But tor any public recognition of the 
wigantic services he had rendered to the nation, for any national or 
governmental reward he received, the one might just as probably have 
ended where he bezan, amony the chards and slags of a Neweastle colliery, 
and the other have breatled his last: sigh surrounded by circumstances as 
wretched asthose among which was extinguished the existence of Marlow, 
of Otway, or of Savave, Stephenson was the great railway engineer of

We have how betore us tuurth edition of the “ Life of Stephenson,” 
by Mr. Samuel Smies, a work most car fully und conscientiously written 
throughout, and the new edition of whic. has received several umportant 
augmentations. Mr. Smiles, alluding to the immense influence which the 
extension of the railway system in England hias had upon our commerce 
and our daily life and manners, very properly tells us that it behoves us to 
ask by what manner of men this great work was accomplished ; how tive 
conception first dawned on their minds; by what means railways grew aod 
quickened into such vigorous life; «nd by what moral and material agencies 
the inventors and founders of the system worked out the ideas vhose re- 
sults have been so prodigious. “'Lhese questions the author has endcea- 
voured (o auswer in the biography o! George Stephenson, to whose labours 
the wor'd is mainly indebted tor the |: comotive railway system.” So says 
Mr. Smiles; and it would be unjust tu deny to Mr. Smiles the creuit of 
having tulfitled Uie object he lis proposed to hime. The name of 
Geor,.e Stephenson 1s written in letters of iron all over the country. 
Since his death a statue has been erseted to his memory in the great hall 
of the London and North-Western Railway at Euston Square; but there 
could not he a worthier monument to his fame than the admirasle biv- 
graphy of Mr. Smiles. 

We shou!d be trenching on our author’s province, and exceeding the 
limits o! this article, were we to describe in detail the events of George 
Stephenson's momentous life. Still we can glance at the leading features 
of his remarkable career. About eight miles west of Neweustle-on- 
‘Tyne stands the colliery village of Wylam, consisting of a number of 
mean cottages, situated on the north bunk of the River Tyre. ‘The New- 
castle and Carlisle Railway runs along the opposite bank; and the tra- 
veller by that line sees only the usual signs of a colliery in the unsightly 
pumping engine surrounded by heaps ot coal-dust, ashes, and slay; while 
a neigi bouring iron-furnace, in full blast, throws out dense smoke and 
loud jets of steam by day, and lurid flames at night. These works form 
the nucleus of the village, which is almost entirely oceupied by coal- 
miners and iron-furnuce men. Here, on the 9th of June, 1781, in 
“acommon tworstoreyed, red-tiled building,” was born George Stepiensov. 
At an early age, the fu:ure engineer was employed as a herd-boy, making 
use of his leisure time in modelling engines in clay, Ike luboured afield 
ull he wes promoted to drive the © gin-horse” in the colliery, aud suc 
sively rose to be ussistant-fireman and engineman, At eighteen years of 
age he had not yet learnt to read; but he put himselfio a night se ooi, 
and acquired the knowledge of his letters. While employea sa brakes- 
man at Biack Callerton he eked cut his slender earnings by meuding boots 
and shoes ; and soon afterwards fell in love with a giri as pretty as she was 
good, calied Fanny Henderson. ILer, in his twenty-first year, he married, 
and removed to Williagtow, where be worked very hard, attenipted to dis- 
cover perpetual motion, made shoes and lasts, cleaned and “cured” clocks 
that wouldwt g», and had a son bora to him, Ue subsequently removed 
to Killingworth Colliery, where he lost his wile. Ln t'.e desolation of his 
widowhood he undertook a journey to Scotland; but he failed in the 
object of his visit, and was so disheartened, that st one time he contem- 
plated emigrating to the United States. But he was afterwards appomted 
engine-wright at Killingworth Colliery, wade improvements in the cou- 
struction of pumping engines, and became celebrated as a) ump-curer, 

About the year 1S11 the practicability of locomotive steam-engines 
began to engage the serious attention of the public, and animated dis- 
cussions took place as to the relative merits of the models of Cugnot, Sy- 
mington, Murdoch, 'lrevethick and Blenkinsop. George Stephenson, who 
had been acquainted with the outward and inward conformation 0! stear- 
engines from his earliest youth, and who had taken hundreds of engines to 

ieces, and put them toget..er aguin, had long been brooding ever the great 
ocomotive subject at Killingworth; and in 1813 he was enabled, with the 
patronage,and indeed with the money of Lord Ravenswortli, the chief partner 
in the colliery, to construct the “ Travelling Engine.” 'This was first placed 
on the Killingworth Railway on the 24th of July, IS14, Lt was indeed buta 
clumsy, unwieldy structure, drawing after i: e'glit loaded carriages of thirty 
tons weight at a speed of about four miles an hour; but still it was the 
most successful working envine that had yet been coustrucied, and created 
an immense seusation among the country people, who christened it 
“Blatcher,” aiter one of the military heroes of the day. 

The bwiding of “Blutcher” was the turning point in the career of 
George Siephenson. To follow him, step by step in his progress to fame 
and fortune, would be wot only to enumerate a succession of triumphs, but

[1 |) 
returned home before mid-day, 1t would be to examine the paysheets in tie 
different departments, sent in ty the assistant engineers, or by the foremen of 
the workshops; all thas he did himselt, with the greatest care, requiring a ful) 
explanation of every item. 

“After a late dinner, which occupied very short time aud was always of « 
plain and frugal description, he would proceed to dispose of his correspondence, 
or prepare sketches of drawings and give instruction as to their completion. 
He would occasionally refresh himself for this evening work by a short dose, 
which, however, he would never admit had exceeded the limits of ‘winking,’ to 
use his own term. Mr. Frederick Swanwick, one of bis most rising pupils, 
officiated #s lis amanucusis; and be then remarked—what in after years ie 
could better appreciate—the clear, terse, aud vigorous style of his dictation ; 
Uiere was nothing supertiuous in it; but it was close, direct, and to the ; omt— 
in short, thoroughly business-like. And if, in passing through the pen of the 
ananucisis, Lis meaning happened in any way to be distorted or modified, it 
did not fail to escape his detection, though he ‘vas als ays tolerant of auy hoertis 
tuken with lus own form ot expres-ion, so long as the words written down con- 
veyed tis real meaniy. fis strong patural acumen showed itself even in suci 
matters as crammar and composition—a department of knowledge im which, it 
might be supposed, he could searcely have had either time or opportunity to 
acquire much information, But here, as in all other things, his shrewd ¢ 
mon sense came to his help; and his simple, vigorous Kuglish might almost be 
cited as a model of composition.” 


‘This was the mau who was to go on making railway alter railway ; who 
was to be consulied in every new railway project; whose opinion was to 
be taken with the same reverence and respect that we take the life aad 
death opmion of a great physician, George Stephenson rose in the 
world, {fis son, Robert Stephenson (the worthy son of a worthy tather), 
who had received on University education, became his able and zealous 
eoadjutor, George Stephenson became a country gentleman, He had 
houses, lands, and beeves. The great ones of the earth caressed him; 
foreign potentates smiled upon him; even the Railway King, Mr. Indson, 
condescended to visit him with the effaigence of his patronage. But he 
was always the same practical, sensible, svanly-hearted, honourable George. 
tle sternly set his face against the railway mania of 1845, and would have 
nothing to do with bubble companies, though they offered bin: enormous 
sums for almost neminal services. In private life he was simple-cindrd 
and unpretending as ever— 


“At home he lived the life of a country gentleman, enjoying his garden and 
his grounds, and indulging his love of nature, winch through all his busy life 
had wever left him. Lt was not until the year 184 that he took an active ii- 
terest in horticultural pursvits. Then he began to build new meion-honses, 
pinenes, and vineriea of great extent; and he now seemed as eager to excel all 
other growers of exotic planis in the uerhbourhood as he had been to surpass 
the villazers of Killingworth in the production of gigantic cabbages and cauli- 
flowers some thirty years before. He hada pine-house built sixty-cight feet in 
length, and a pinery one jundred aud forty feet. The workmen were never lle 
about the garcen, and the additions to the foremg-houses proceeded until at 
lenyth he had no fewer than ten glass forcimy-louses, heated with hot water, 
which he was one of the first to introduce in that neyghbourkocd. He did not 
take so much pleasure in flowers as in fruits, At one of the county agriculiia: 
mectings, he said that he imtended yet to grow pineapples at Tapton as big 13 
puruphins, The only man to whom ie would ‘knock under’? was his friend 
Paxton, the gardener to the Duke of Devonshire; and be was so old in the ser 
vice, and so skilful, ‘hat he could scarcely hope to beat him. Yet his ‘Quen’ 
pives did take tue first prize at « competition with the Dake, though thhs was not 
until shortly after his death, when the planta had become more fully zrown. 
His grapes also recently took the first prize at Kotherham, at a competition open 
to all Logland. He was extremely successful in producing meions, having 1 
vented « method of suspending them in baskets of wire gauze, which, by re 
lieving the stalk from tension, allowed nutrition to proceed more treely, sud 
better enabled the fruit to grow and ripen. Amongst his other erections, he 
built a joiner’s shop, where be kept a workman regularly employed in earryily 
out his many ingenious contrivances of this sort. _

We close Mr. Smiles’s good book with reluctance to leave such genial 
ompany, yet with gratitude for the plearure we have enjoyed in their com- 
janooship. ‘The work is wntten in a manly, earnest style, aud appears to 
have been caretully revised. The only regret thut we could entertain con- 
weted with it is, that it does not make ifs appearance in a cheaper form ; 
tor, if ever there were a book calculated to cheer on and invigorate the 
struggling and the desponding, and to infuse hope into the breast of the 
intelligent working man, that book is assuredly “The Life of George Ste- 
phenson, Railway Engineer.”

Tur name of Shamil, spelled “Schamyl” at the period of which we 
write, acquired considerable popularityin Englaud during the commencement 
of the Crimean campaign. he British public was then induced to believe 
in him asa patriot whose feats in battle, extraordivary adventures and 
surpassing virtues might fairly rival those recorded of any ancient hero of 
romance. ‘This is scarcely the description which this book gives of the 
Cireassian, It is true that a flattering account of such a chieftain is 
scarcely to be expected from a description of his domestic life, narrated by 
ladies torn from their homes and husvands to endure captivity beneath his 
roof, 

(he princesses, whose sufferings this book records, were the grand- 
deughters of Gregory XITL., the last King of Georgia, who, not content 
wh ruling that country aftera feeble ey unsatisfactory manner during 
‘iy life, had the royal effrontery to bequeath it to the Russivus after his 
death, the inclinations and rights of the natives being considered entirely 
out of the question, The princesses, his grand-daughters, were both 
varvied, one to a Prince Orbeliani, and the other to Prince Chavehavadzey.

The incidents of the joyful meetings, eor sequent upon the exchange, of 
the Princess th their husbands and trienas, and of Shamil with his 
son, ere deseri with inuch feeling, ‘I > incidents conelnde the work 
as pleasantly as the denonement of « good work of fiction. We are in- 
clined to think, however, that after the tirst transports of recovering his 
son, Shamil must have experievecd inany a pang of disappointment. ‘The 
spruce, veatly-tamved cadet, in Rus-iin anilorm, who spoke osly the 
Russian language, wiohad formed fois ian inendships and beeome im! ued 
with Russian idess, was perhaps scarcely the same as the young ‘Tartar 
child who years before ind leit his avtive monntaius, Well night Shamil, 
with some foreshadowing of the dreaded change, insist upon the youth 
exchanging his amiform for a native costume before he would even vaze 
upon him. This proceeding appears to have been regarded by the 
young Djemmal-Kdidin as a sirtuge ecceutricily, but its origin will be 
obvious enough to others. We cannot doubi that every endeavour has 
heen exerted to the utmost thoroughly to Russianise the youth. The 
Princesses conclude their narrative with a kind of gratulation upon the 
hopes to be derived from his education. ‘Vhey hear that he is continually 
told that he has been very fortunate to get away from Russia.“ Djenmal- 
Kudin does not believe this, but he remains silent, and remembers the 
Rnesian proverb, “Li you live with wolves you must howl with them.’ 
Kezi Machmat watches the vccuvations of hia brother with a childlike in- 
terest, and has an evident respect for his education and European habits, 
which are said to form the object of his secret imitation.

Such is a brief outline of the coutents ofa highly interesting work, which,

‘The literary abiives of Mr. Edwards have long been re- 
warded by the recognition and appreciation of the reading public, and 
his travels in Russia (where he acquired the language) have enabled him, 
by a few judicious notes, to enhance the value of his translation, A por- 
trait of Shamil, and a tap of his territory, including the scene of the 
aciion of the narrative, also a plan of his house, drawn by one of the cap- 
tive Princesses, are appended tu the book. 


The Poetical Works of John Edmund Reade. vols. 
London: Longman and Co. 

Mr. Reape is a writer of scholarly attainments and a poet of consider- 
able elegance. He has not much originality; but, on the other hand, he 
has no offensive quaintness. La the “ [taly,’ which is now reprinted for 
the fourth time, hie has had to touch upon the same subjects as Byron, and 
he has done this without any servile imitation, although, from the fact of 
writing in the same metre as “ Childe Harold,” he is perpetually remind- 
ing us of him, It was certainly difficult to describe the “ Dying Gladiator” 
in Spenserian stanzas without reealling Byron, and Mr. Reade does so ina 
very direct manner. We have the blood “slow oozing cown his side.” 
Then “it is not the crowa’s rosy he hears;” and again he sees—

This is simply Mr. Macaulay’sversionof ruined London, versified and adapted 
toruined Haris, llowever, if we had sullicient space to enable us to speak at 
Jength of the four volumes before us, we should have but little to censure 
and much to praise. ‘lo say nothing of the more important poems, the 
ballads (such as “ King Boubdil’s Lament”) are full of energy ; and some 
of the minor poems ‘such asthe “ Confession” and the “Poets Faith” — 
especially the opening stanzas of the latter) are worthy of the best of the 
modern poets, Several original poems have been introduced in this new 
edition, Among them we may mention two relating to the war. The one 
called “Inkermann; the Soldicr’s Story,” as a mere description of the 
batde, is excellent. ‘The unguarded flank and rear, the absence of a com- 
mander (“ We had no leader, he, the hero of a hundred fights, was dead ”), 
the exhanstion of the soldiers, the gray misty morning, the tolling of the 
bells, the mutlled sound of the approaching artillery, are all introduced with 
admirable effect. ‘The conclusion (“We had met, and fought, aud con- 
quered, singly, threescore thousand men”) is slightly incorrect. It is 
known now that nothing like threescore thousand men were opposed to the 
Koglish at Inkerimana; anid it was always known that we were assisted in 
gaining the vietory by the Freuch, ‘Nhe odds against which our army had 
to contend on that day were so great, that the slightest exaggeration on 
such a point is superfluous, even for poetical purposes, Mr, Reade, how- 
ever, simply took the numbers as they were originally given. He is far 
from being the mere unprincipled trumpeter of the praise of his own 
nation, without regard to the claims of others. ‘“ Where?” he asks— 
* Where is the large spirit fled 
Of that divine Old Man, who told 
Deeds of his race with triumph and with joy, 
While in immortal records he enrolled 
The heroes of old Troy?” 
Thereupon Mr. Reade celebrates, in a spirited poem, the well-ordered 
retreat of the Russians to the north side of Sebastopol, and the defence of 
the city itself:— ; 
“There where patriot valour fought 
inst triple hosts arrayed, 
And the strength of Europe stayed.”

Isid on this incorporation of the moral with the story itself (so that the 
latter eanoot be devoured without the former being swallowed at the same 
It will, however, 
be read with pleasure by lovers of poetry in general, and in particular by 
lovers of national char.cteristic poetry. The legends are in themselves 
very beautiiul, any any of them are quite new ; but the particular charm 
about them is the covlewr locale of which they are full. Mixing the 
Celtic, Teutonic, Seanu:navian, Sclavonian, and other fairies all together, the 
author afterwards divides them into Fairies of the Woods and Groves, 
Fairies of the Nelds and Meadows, rairies of the Hills and Caves, Fairies 
of the Heaths and Homesteads, and Fairies of the Seas and Rivers.

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FRENCH LITERATURE. 

M. GRANIFR DE CASSAGNAC, well known as a thick-and-thin advocate of 
Napoleon ILL, is the editor of a new journal, and explains the position which it is 
totuke. This new organ of Bonapartism 1s to purily the literary atmosphere of 
France, Ag the political atmosphere has already been purified by Napoleon ILL. 
M. Granier de Cassagnac speaks of the decay of literature, and says:—“ This in- 
cessant labour of literary mep, accomplished without taste or spirit, which neither 
amuses the public nor themselves, which does not produce either pleasure tothe 
one or fame to the other, keeps up papermakers and printers, tills cafés, gives 
passing amusement to travellers, without ever affording serious occupation to 
any one. Men skim cver the verse or prose while the waiter is bringing their 
dipher or the hairdresser is culling their hair, because jilerature 18 offered on the 
market by coffeelwuse keepers, Savoyards, and hairdressers as tooth-picks are 
ata dining-house. Few would give to the poet the twopence they ive to the 
waiter,” Ag to the moral character of French literature at the present day, M. 
de Cassaynee soys that “one cannot glance at them without a feeling of pe 
and pain ;” while as for the theatres: “ We do not wish to speak of those ebscene 
represenit ions whieh no one goes to except # bachelor or in liquor. The singe 
has arrived very bear the edye which leads to a precipice at the bottom of which 
neither morals nor literature is to be found. Novels pervaded hy the 
Same spi) it—that isto say, bespattered with the same dirt—uare still more baneful.’”” 
All this M. Gramier de Cassaynac proposes to amend. We doubt M, de Cassagnac, 
though his estimate of modern French literature 18 beyond dispute. T'te 
* Fimes” only expresses the opinion which all who know the unscrupulous pen 
of M. de Cussayuee must incline to, that, political discussion being extinguished 
in the newspaper press, the vew journal 18 intenved to attack all works on phi- 
losophy, history, or politicnl science which do not coincide with Napoleome 
views:—" Lo reduce the thousands of volumes written on history to the funda- 
mental questions which constitute historical study, to point out the proper solution 
of moral problems,to guide literary men and thinkers when they are in error, are 
the declared principles of the paper. We all know what this means. A few 
magizines and journals still preserve @ vestige of independence; afew men atill 
quietly but firmly upliold the doctrines which France has now abandoned. Theae 
are to share the lash with the authors of the last scandalous novel and the last 
tissue of licentious sentimentality on the stage. Thus M.de Cassagnac carties 
out bis theory, Asin politics be makes no distinction between the practice of 
irve discussion aud the advocecy of Communism and insurrection, so now &ycan 
see bo difference between the writer who would deny Napoleonism and the riter 
who would deny morality.”

— Strong representations 
having been made of the delays in the transmission of the Indian telegraphic 
despatcies from Cagliari to this country, the Freeh and Sardinian Governments 
caused investigations to be made into the conduct of the clerks at Corsica and 
Sardima, It was discovered that a message was delayed seven hours at Sassari, 
and fifteen hours at Bonifaccio. The whole staff in Corsica has now been re- 
placed by the French Government, and several clerks have been dismissed in 
Sardinia. The Freveh Government has also directed that some of their officials 
shall be employed solely on the English business, and Englishmen will be sent 
to Spezzia aud Cagliari to secure the instant transmission of the Government 
despatches. 


CHKISTIANITY IN INDI4.—A public meeting, not very largely attended, was 
held on Tuesday last, at Exeter Hall, to conser the future relations of the 
British Government to religion in India. The Earl of Shaftesbury took the 
chair, Speeches were delivered by the Chairman, the Hon. A. Kinnaird, M.P., 
Sir Culling Eardiey, the Key. Canon Champneys, and others; and the following 
resolutions Were passed :—* That, in the judgment of this meeting, it is the 
sacred duty of the British Government in India, as the executive of a nation 
professing Christianity, at the earliest practicable period, aud in the most expe- 
dient manner, to withdraw its countenance and aid from from every form of 
idolatry; especially by discontinuing all grants for the mamtenance of heathen 
iemples and jvol worship, and ceasing to administer endowments for their sup- 
port; by preventing all acts of cruelty, and all obscene exhibitions connected 
with idolatrous rites, and by entirely withholding its sanction to the social evils 
connected with the system ot caste.” Aud— That while the Government of 
India ought not, iu conformity with the principle and spirit of Christianity, to 
employ cither its authority or patronage to proselytize its native subjects to the 
Christian faith, itis no less ils duty to eecure to all cinsses, whether Christian, 
heachen, or Mahometan, entire religious freedom, so far ag is compatible with 
civil righis and public order,” 

More Pictures rok THE NATIONAL GALLERY.—Sir Charles Eastlake is 
said to have secured for us “a very valuabie collection of paintines by the early 
Tuscwm masters.” They consist of twenty-two pictures painted by Cima- 
hue, Giotto, Duccio, Segna di Duccio, the priest Emanuel, Taddeo Gaddi, 
Spinello Aritino, Jacopo di Casentino, Andrea Orgagna, Fra Angeltico, Gentile 
da Fabriano, Pietro delia Francesca, Audrea del Cast»gno, Filippo Lippi, Masaline 
da Panicale, Filippino Lippi, Paolo Uecello, Andrea Mantegna, and Margheritone 
d’arezzo, These pictures are said to have been bought for the “ wonderfull 
small sum of £7,000,” while “it is notorious that for one picture alone, the 
‘Origoa,’ nearly half that sum was not long ago offered in vain by a great 
millionnaite.”

Great FIRE AT RotHERHITHE.—A very destructive fire broke out, on Sun- 
day morning, in the boat-building houses of Mr. Thompson, at Horseferry Stairs, 
Rotherhithe.

‘Their dress consists of very wide 
silk trousers, a petticoat of white, rose, lilac or pink coloured muslin, 
richly embroidered with silver and gold, a tight-fitting silk jacket, and a 
shawl which they wear very gracefully over the bosom, They also wear 
about their ancles and arms a profus‘on of rings, with which they contrive 
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INDIAN NAUTCIL, 


to jingle out atune that bears only a very slight affinity to the music of 
the musicians. The measure of their dance is very monotonous and far 
from pieasing. Yet it is sometimes full of grace and originality. Occa- 
sionaily the girls join in the chorus; they then become more sprightly in 
their movements, and throw their arnis about with much animation. 

Mons. Lanoye, in speak ny of a nautch he had witnessed, says: “T have 
never seen in Europe professional dancers observe more decorum, either in 
dress or deportment, than these bayaderes. Some young Englishmen, who 
were present, laughir seized the trembling girls, and endeavoured to 
whirl them through a tz. The poor creatures became so alarmed at 
this proceeding that they threw themselves on the floor, sobbed aloud, and 
begged that they might be permitted to retire.” We may remark that this 
is not in accordance with their general character.

“he “Crimean Memorial” is to be erected at Sheflield, the Brotherton 
Memorial at Salford; end, for some unexplained reason, all the Crimean 
Memorials bear a marvellous resemblance to the Brotherton Memorials, 
and vice versd. In each ewe the design represents a small Gothie chapel. 

A'l, or nearly ali, the designs are coloured, and the favourite styles of 
architecture are decidedly the Gothic, and Italianised Gothic, or Gothicised 
Italian. Some of the designs for the Blackburn Infirmary, especially the 
one exhibited by Mr. Parken (as usual in the Gothie style), are worthy of 
x Leommendation. We think, however, that a drawing of the existing 
Manchester Infirmary ought certainly to have been exhibited, if only for 
the sake of reminding Lancashire architects of what they ought, above all, 
to avoid. While on the subject of Manchester, we may mention that 
some one has taken the trouble to exhibit a design for one of those pon- 
derous, depressing piles of brick which already combine 1m such large pro- 
portions with the atmosphere, the rain, and the inhabitants, to render the 
evnitalof the north about the most miserable place in the whole United 
Kingdom. 

Mr. Hirst exhibits a gay and brilliantly-coloured design for a lunatic 
veylum, and an anonymous architect sends the plan of a very picturesque 
slaughter-house. But it will be long before we establish slaughter-houses 
cutside, and forbid them inside, our city. In all the despotic countries (as 
also in the United States) the sysiem of extra-mural abaftoirs has long been 
established ; but in Knyland, where we have more liberty than we know 
what to do with, it appears to be thought right that the oxen should enjoy 
x certain amount of ireedom as well as ourselves.

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LAW AND CRIME. 

A TRIAL, which has excited great interest in Lreland, has recently ter- 
minated. ‘The action was for slander, and involved the notorious details 
of the murder of the late Mrs. Kelly. One Mr. Campion, the defendant in 
the cause, had been the attorney of the deceased lady, and Mr, Sireve na, 
the plaintiff, was her nephew, and as may be remembered, was in her 
company at the moment when the murderers deprived her of life. He ilet 
from the spot at that dreadful time, hie passed men to whom hie did not 
appeal for assistance, and gave no alarm until he reached her residence, 
He objected personally even then to pursue the assassins, and was charged 
with cowardice by Mr, Campion, who happened to be there present, and 
whose sudden suspicions led him to exclaim, in reference to S revevs, 
” Mr. Campion, who himself 


| profited by Mrs. Kelly’s death, does not. appear to have been at al! eare- 


ful in concealing his own opinions of the murder, For the words 
by him the action was brought. The evidence adduced was volum 
circumstantial, and contradictory. It was urged for the defence thet tue 
words we have quoted did not positively charge the plaintif’ with the for! 
crime, but only exprewed the opinion of the defeudant upon the matter-— 
that is to say, it was argued that if one person say of another, “He is a 
thief,” and the person charged be not a thi-f, this is a seandal. Ti, how- 
ever, it is only said, “I bel eve him to be a thief,” and he be not a thief. 
but the person speaking honestly beheve him to be so, this is no seandat 
at_all, The jury gave a verdiet for the plaintiff, with 6d. damages and

tion as to the substantial truth of the implied charge, The measing 
of this verdict is, that the jury believe the evidence as to the 
spenking of the slanderons words; that without ¢ nsidering the 
implication substantiated by the evidence, they consider the characier 
of plaintiff! to have been so clouded by his proved conduct with 
respect to the matter, that a charge of murder dameges it to the 
extent only of sixpenny-worth of reputation, We cannot concur in the 
somewhat harsh comments which have been made by some of our conie-n- 
poraries upon this decision, as a decision only.
